1. PHAM VAN BA'S FEBRUARY 7 PRESS CONFERENCE APPEARS TO BE 
CLEAR VIOLATION OF LIMITATIONS ON HIS FUNCTION AS CHIEF OF 
PRG LIAISON OFFICE TO UN GENEVA. CONTENT OF PRESS 
CONFERENCE (AS REPORTED REF B ) WAS POLITICAL IN NATURE, 
CONTENTIOUS IN TONE, AND GROSSLY EXCEEDED LIAISON OFFICE'S 
PROPER FUNCTIONS WHICH ARE RESTRICTED TO UN-RELATED 
HUMANITARIAN ACTIVITIES. 
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2. DEPT UNDERSTANDS, HOWEVER, THAT LAW OF WAR CONFERENCE 
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BEING HELD AT NON-UN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE CENTER NOT 
RPT NOT AT UN PALAIS DES NATIONS. GIVEN THIS AND FACT THAT 
LOW NOT RPT NOT A UN CONFERENCE, IT APPEARS THAT ANY PROTEST 
DIRECTED AGAINST PHAM'S PRESS CONFERENCE SHOULD BE MADE IN 
FIRST INSTANCE TO GOS ALTHOUGH POSSIBLY TO WINSPEARE AS 
WELL. PERTINENT IN THIS RESPECT IS SITE OF PRESS 
CONFERENCE; WE ASSUME IT WAS NOT RPT NOT HELD ON ANY UN 
PREMISES BUT WOULD APPRECIATE MISSION CONFIRMATION OF THIS. 

3. ALSO PERTINENT IS CAPACITY IN WHICH PHAM SPOKE, AND 
DEPT REQUESTS THAT MISSION SEEK TO DETERMINE THIS POINT 
AS WELL. IF HE SPOKE IN CAPACITY AS MEMBER OF PRG DEL TO 
LOW CONFERENCE. WE WILL CONTEND IN APPROACH TO GOS THAT 
HE COULD HAVE HAD NO RPT NO SUCH STATUS WITH REGARD TO 
CONFERENCE SINCE PRG NOT RPT NOT INVITED. IF PHAM SPOKE 
IN CAPACITY AS CHIEF OF LIAISON OFFICE WE WILL CONTEND IN 
APPROACHES TO BOTH GOS AND WINSPEARE THAT PRESS 
CONFERENCE WAS EGREGIOUS VIOLATION OF LIMITATIONS ON HIS 
FUNCTIONS SINCE PRESS CONFERENCE WAS BOTH POLITICAL IN 
NATURE AND UNRELATED TO UN MATTERS. WE ARE ASSUMING THAT 
NEITHER SWISS NOR UN WILL CONTEND THAT PHAM VAN BA WHEN 
IN GENEVA SPEAKS AS REP OF PRG PERMANENT MISSION IN 

PARIS (REFTEL B). 

4. AS SOON AS MISSION'S REPLY RECEIVED, DEPT WILL 
INSTRUCT IT CONCERNING DEMARCHE(S) TO BE MADE.
